The bill i 
spoon shaped, but is a single one. Th' 
lower lip is short, the bill being usei 
much like a spade. The spoonbill ha 
no scales, but is covered with a toug 
hide. Altogether he is an uncanny ob- 
ject and far from a delicacy in appear- 
ance. He is also called by some "shovel- 
nose cat." 


Every spring spoonbills in schools 


visit the falls of the Ohio. It is a tradi- 
tion that they come up all the way 
from the gnlf of Mexico every spring to 
spawn at the falls, but more credit is 
given the theory that they live scat- 
teied in the river right along and only 
congregate in the spawning season.— 
Louisville Courier-Journal.

Judge I. B. Marshall died suddenly 


yesterday afternoon at 12:15 o'clock 
from congestion of 
the lungs. Al- 


though bis health had been poor for 
three years past, he was feeling com- 
paratively well a few minutes before 
the end came. 


Mr. Marshall was one of the earliest 


Reno settlers, having lived here for 
thirty-one years. 
He was born in 


Qreen county, New York, on the 22nd 
of June, 1825. At the age of 22 he en- 
tered the Albany School of Law, from 
which be graduated with honor, four 
years later. From there be went to 
New York City, and formed a partner- 
ship with General Geftrge E. Sickles, 
which was maintained until the 6th of 
February, 1849, when the onion was 
dissolved, and Mr. Marshal", following 
the rush to the land of gold, sailed 
»roand Cape Horn to San Francisco, 
where he arrived six months later. 


He followed mining for a short tiae 


in California, but was unsuccessful in 
this vocation, so commenced the prac- 
tice of law at Sacramento, where he 
met with much success, holding several 
offices of public trn»t between the 
?e*ra of 1850 and . 1860. 
Ill health 


compelled him to seek a higher alti- 
tude, so after a few years of life in Al- 
piue county, he came to Nevada, leca*- 
iog ntKsno.in 1868, just as the first 
'own lots wera beitig laid out. The 
climate of Washoe was congenial to 
Mr. Marshall, so he made it his home, 
marrymu aoma two years later. 


Mr. Marshall was aged just 74 years 


and 11 mouths at the time of his death.
